Unable to walk normally 
because of Parkinson’s dis¬ 
ease, a Chatsworth grand¬ 
mother’ last night recounted 
how she fought to hobble 
50 feet beside a swimming 
pool to rescue a drowning 
child. 

Mrs. Clara Holly, 52, of 
10352 Hillview St., was visit¬ 
ing friends at Lafayette 
when she saw three-year-old 
Paul Cohn, fully clothed, 
fall into the backyard pool. 

Mrs. Holly told the Herald- 
Examiner, in response to 
questions during a long dis¬ 
tance telephone interview: 

“I saw him fall in as I 
came around the corner of 
the house. X hollared to tell 
the people inside he was 
drowning. 

“I can walk short dis¬ 
tances, but I lose my bal¬ 
ance and. fall very easily— 
and then i can’t get up with¬ 
out help. And, I can’t swim 
a stroke. But this time I 
didn’t give falling a thought. 

“I walked • toward him, 
supporting myself against 
the wall outside the pool. 
He was under water in the 


and his arms came up. I 
grabbed one of his hands 
and held him so that his 
head was out of the water. 
He was choking. I called 
for help again and people 
came running out of the 
house. 

“They got Paul out of 
the water—he was all right, 
but crying — and they 
helped me to my feet.” 

The boy’s father, Steph¬ 
en Cohn, 30, an electronics 
technician, of Martinez, 
told The Herald-Examiner: 

“There is no doubt Paul 
would have drowned if 
Mrs. Holly hadn’t pulled 
him out. My wife and I are 
deeply grateful.” 

The Cohns, Mrs. Holly 
and her husband, Robert, 
58, also an electronics tech¬ 
nician, were guests Sunday 
at the home of Art and 
Beth Clark in Lafayette, 
Contra Costa County, when 
the near-tragedy occurred. 

“My wife can’t walk very 
fast,” Holly said. “Some¬ 
times she falls two or 
three times a day. But she’s 
terrific. I don’t know how 
she ever got to the boy in 
time.”

The group 
could set its own meeting 
schedule by rule, permit¬ 
ting more effective perfor¬ 
mance through adjustment 
of meeting scheduled to fit 
the changing needs of city 
government.
